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carbon is in the range of from about 1% to about 35% by weight of the total formulation, with about 18% being optimal. The first 
petroleum hydrocarbon is manufactured by ExxonMobil Corporation under the trade name PROWAX 561. The second petroleum 
hydrocarbon is in the range of from about 1% to about 40% by weight of the total formulation, with about 26% being optimal. The 
second petroleum hydrocarbon is manufactured by ExxonMobil Corporation under the trade name PROWAX 890. 
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
